In  1885,  the  year  in  which  the  Faculty  ot  Arts  at  The  University 
of  Western  Ontario  was  forced  to  close,  the  idea  of  founding  a 
law  school  was  first  publicly  mooted.  At  this  time  there  were  in 
the  London  district  a  number  of  young  men  studying  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Bar  who  obviously  had  much  to  gain  in  at- 
tending a  local  course  of  lectures  designed  for  future  prac- 
titioners. In  November  1885,  the  Middlesex  Law  Association 
took  the  initiative  and  approached  the  Senate  of  the 
University  with  a  proposal  for  affiliation.  This  was  quickly 
approved  and  in  the  following  months  the  Senate  passed  a 
statute  establishing  the  Faculty  of  Law  at  Western  University. 
In  an  amended  form  this  instrument  won  legislative  approval 
on  August  3rd,  1886. 

The  first  curriculum  was  framed  to  embrace  all  subjects  in 
which  examinations  were  required  by  the  Law  Society  of 
Upper  Canada  for  admission  to  the  Bar.  It  was  expected  that 
the  examinations  of  the  London  Law  School  would  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  those  in  the  Law  Society  as  soon  as  the  school  had 
become  formally  established.  The  course  of  instruction  in- 
cluded also  the  subjects  required  by  other  universities  in 
Ontario  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  so  that  students  of 
the  school  could  proceed  on  an  equal  footing  to  the  degree  of 
LLB  in  Western  University. 

A  number  of  prominent  London  lawyers  offered  their  services 
as  lecturers,  enabling  the  school  to  begin  operation  im- 
mediately. The  faculty  included:  William  Elliott,  Senior  Judge 
of  the  County  of  Middlesex.  Dean;  W.H.  Bartram,  Registrar; 
W.W.  Fitzgerald.  Bursar;  and  the  following  lecturers:  J.F. 
Flock;  N.D.  Fraser;  George  C.  Gibbons;  I.F.  Hellmuth,  LLB; 
James  Magee;  W.R.  Meredith;  QC,  LLB,  MPO;  The  Honourable

Thirty-eight  students  were  registered  in  the  first  year.  The  inaugural  lecture  was 
delivered  in  the  Court  House  on  the  evening  of  December  4th,  1885,  by  Judge 
Frederick  Davis.  The  regular  lectures  which  were  held  on  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Friday  afternoons  at  5  o'clock  went  on  through  the  winter  of  1885-86.  The 
Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada,  however,  refused  to  accept  the  examination  of  the 
London  Law  School  as  equivalent  to  its  own.  Consequently,  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
students  began  to  wane  and  one  by  one  they  dropped  out  of  the  course  until  only 
three  were  left  to  write  the  first  examinations  in  June. 

In  September.  1886.  the  school  opened  for  a  second  season,  this  time  with  a 
registration  of  only  seventeen.  Lectures  continued  as  before  but  the  interest  of 
the  students  was  again  flagging.  The  number  in  attendance  continued  to  drop 
until  February  12th  when  all  further  lectures  were  cancelled  and  the  Law  School, 
like  the  Arts  Department,  ceased  to  function.  Some  members  of  the  Middlesex 
Law  Association  still  hoped  to  revive  it  but  this  possibility  was  precluded  when  in 
1889  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  required  all  students  of  law  in  Ontario  to 
attend  Osgoode  Hall  for  three  years.

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However,  between  1915  and  1954,  under  various 
departments  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  courses  of  instruction 
were  given  in  legal  subjects  leading  to  a  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Laws  (LLB).  In  1920  a  Department  of  Law  was  created 
under  F.E.  Perrin,  BA,  who  continued  to  lecture  in  that 
Department  until  his  appointment  to  the  Bench  in  1934. 

In  1930  he  was  joined  by  C.C.  Carrothers,  BA,  LLB,  and  the 
latter  lectured  until  the  termination  of  the  Department  in 
1954. 

Nevertheless,  between  1889  and  1949  the  Law  Society 
continued  to  maintain  a  monopoly  over  legal  education 
through  the  medium  of  its  own  school  at  Osgoode  Hall.  On 
February  15th,  1957,  after  years  of  protracted  con- 
troversy, the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  provided  for  the 
equal  participation  of  approved  university  law  schools  in 
the  academic  preparation  for  admission  to  the  Ontario  Bar. 
It  also  recognized  the  need  for  graduation  upon  completion 
of  a  full  time  academic  course  of  not  less  than  three  years, 
as  a  prerequisite  to  the  final  stages  of  professional  training. 

In  1958,  following  this  important  change  of  policy  in  legal 
education,  the  Senate  of  The  University  of  Western  Ontario 
decided  to  re-establish  the  Faculty  of  Law  and  on  May  1st, 
1959,  The  Honourable  Ivan  C.  Rand,  formerly  a  Puisne 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  was  appointed  its 
Dean.  On  Thursday,  September  17th,  1959,  after  an  in- 
terval of  seventy-two  years,  regular  classes  resumed  in  the 
law  school  of  The  University  of  Western  Ontario,  with  a  first 
year  enrolment  of  thirty-five  students  selected  from  a  large 
number  of  applicants. 

By  the  time  Dean  Rand  retired  in  June  1964,  first  year 
enrolment  had  doubled.  Both  the  Faculty  of  Law  itself  and 
its  course  of  instruction  are  officially  approved  by  the  Law 
Society  of  Upper  Canada. 

During  the  first  two  years  instruction  in  the  Faculty  of  Law 
was  carried  on  in  a  wing  of  the  new  Engineering  Science 
Building.  In  May  1961  construction  of  the  Josephine 
Spencer  Niblett  Building  was  completed  and  in  the  summer 
months  following  the  Faculty  moved  into  its  permanent 
home.  Built  in  the  modified  collegiate  Gothic  tradition,  this 
handsome  building  takes  a  place  of  honour  on  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  campuses  in  Canada.  It  was  designed  to 
accommodate  about  two  hundred  students,  composed  of 
three  years  of  medium-size  undergraduate  classes  and 
later  of  graduate  groups.  The  Faculty  of  Law  contained 
three  lecture  rooms  and  four  seminar  rooms,  a  well- 
equipped  library  with  space  for  100,000  volumes,  a 
courtroom,  a  study  lounge,  and  other  facilities.  In  1968  an 
addition  to  the  building  approximately  doubled  the  existing 
size  of  the  school.

THE  CASE  OF  THE 
MISSING  CORNERSTONE 


The  University  of  Western  Ontario's  most 
travelled  cornerstone  was  mortared  securely  into 
position  in  the  Josephine  Spencer  Niblett  Faculty 
of  Law  building  yesterday. 

The  ceremony  was  carried  off  with  poise  and 
decorum  that  in  no  way  suggested  university 
officials  didn't  have  a  cornerstone  to  lay  a  few 
hours  before  the  2:30  p.m.  starting  time  for  the 
event. 

It  was  stolen  and  held  for  ransom  and  the  same 
university  officials  were  directing  an  exhaustive 
serach  of  the  campus  at  9  a.m.  which,  two  hours 
later,  turned  up  the  700  pound  piece  of 
limestone  in  a  deep  ravine  near  the  Science 
Service  Laboratory. 

Acutely  sensitive  about  their  loss,  Western 
administrators  preferred  not  to  discuss  the 
matter  at  the  time  and  made  no  referral  to  the 
temporary  absence  of  the  stone  at  the  ceremony. 

Lt.  Col.  D.B.  Weldon,  chairman  of  the  UWO  board 
of  governors,  who  was  not  in  on  the  early  morn- 
ing hunt,  applied  the  mortar  that  ensured  the 
stone  will  travel  no  more.

A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


Another  milestone  was  reached  in  the  history  of  Western's  Faculty  of 
Law  on  October  17th,  1981  with  the  establishment  by  alumni  of  the  U.W.O.  Law 
Association.

As  the  person  elected  to  serve  as  the  first  President  of  the  Association, 
I  regard  it  as  a  privilege  and  honour  to  work  for  my  old  law  school  alongside 
such  capable  people  as  Tom  Allen  ('63),  Ted  McGrath  C68)  and  Diane  Haskett  ('77) 
on  the  new  Executive  Council.  Together  with  Dean  Slayton,  Associate  Dean  McLaren 
Sher  Singh,  President  of  the  U.W.O.  Student  Legal  Society  and  Beryl  Theobald, 
Alumni  Coordinator,  we  have  begun  to  generate  an  ambitious  program  designed  to 
strengthen  the  bond  between  U.W.O.  law  graduates  and  students,  with  a  view  to 
enhancing  the  reputation  of  both. 

What  does  this  mean  in  concrete  terms? 
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1.  A  three  year  $200,000  fund-raising  campaign  to  establish  permanent 
entrance  scholarships  to  attract  the  very  best  law  school  applicants  to  Western. 

2.  The  establishment  of  awards  recognizing  the  professional  achievements  of 
three  U.W.O.  law  graduates  each  year,  and  an  invitation  to  the  recipients  to 
deliver  guest  lectures  or  seminars  at  the  law  school  prior  to  receipt  of  awards 
at  the  annual  Law  Ball.   (This  year  awards  were  made  to  Hon.  Bill  Jarvis  M.P. , 
Bruce  Rudd  and  Edgar  Sexton  Q.C.). 

3.  Involvement  of  Association  members  in  recruitment  activities  for 
prospective  law  school  applicants  in  major  urban  centres  during  March  of  each 
year  in  order  to  promote  the  U.W.O.  Law  School.   (The  first  such  event  was  held 
at  the  Albany  Club  in  Toronto  on  March  15,  1982  and  attracted  over  500  prospective 
students) . 

4.  An  expanded  programme  of  visits  by  Association  members  for  guest  seminars 
and  discussion  groups  at  the  Law  School. 

5.  Assistance  to  U.W.O.  law  students  in  locating  suitable  articling  positions. 

Significantly,  membership  in  the  new  Association  is  not  limited  to  U.W.O. 
law  graduates.  We  are  pleased  to  include,  among  our  members,  person  who  have 
received  any  degree  from  Western  and  who  are  members  in  good  standing  of  the  legal 
profession,  as  well  as  persons  who  are  or  have  been  full-time  or  part-time  members 
of  the  teaching  faculty  at  the  Law  School.  Thus,  with  almost  2,000  LL.B.  graduates 
from  Western,  plus  these  additional  groups,  we  have  a  large  and  distinguished  body 
of  over  2,600  people  potentially  able  to  participate  in  the  above  programmes. 

The  U.W.O.  Law  School  is  a  great  institution.  The  School's  solid 
reputation  has  spread  throughout  Canada,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  success  of 
its  graduates.   It  continues  to  grow  in  stature.  Many  of  us  have  strong  feelings 
for  the  institution,  the  ideals  which  it  promotes  and  the  people  that  have  made  it 
come  alive  over  the  years. 


But  there  are  problems  to  be  faced:  the  financial  squeeze;  the  movement  to 
limit  numbers  of  lawyers  by  reducing  intake  of  students;  the  difficulties  of 
attracting  and  retaining  a  high  class  traching  faculty;  and  most  important, 
the  challenge  of  attracting  the  very  best  students.  Perhaps  the  establishment  of 
the  U.W.O.  Law  Association  and  its  programme  of  activities  will,  in  some  small 
measure,  make  it  easier  for  our  law  school  to  meet  these  problems  head  on.   If 
we  can  also  have  a  little  fun  along  the  vlay,  ,so  much  the  better.
